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Not on My Roswell - Why the 
Joe Stalin Saucer Explanation 
for Roswell Is More 
Disinformation

In early May I was contacted by a publisher’s agent 
to ask if I would review Annie Jacobsen’s new book, 
AREA 51-An Uncensored History of America's Top 
Secret Military Base by Annie Jacobsen published b\ 
Little, Brown and Company New York, New York 
May 2011. Soon I received a high quality hardcover 
edition. 



The book, AREA 51 is a very well organized and 
detailed history of the notorious above top secret test 
facility in the remote deserts of Nevada, the 
development of nuclear weapons capability in the 
United States after World War 11, and the engineering 
of spy planes and stealth technology. What captivates 
the reader is the idea of finally learning anything 
definite about the location whose existence has been 
denied by government officials who must realize how 
silly they appear when the public commonly equates 
the phrase “Area 51” with extreme secrecy about 
advanced and possibly extraterrestrial aviation 
technology. 


It comprises 390 pages for the main text, with 384 
notes, 46 primary interview sources identified with 
appropriate credentials and affiliations, also 
numerous secondary interviews, and an 
acknowledgement of numerous interviews with 
current employees of various federal agencies and 
defense contractors obtained under a promise of 
anonymity. 


important to our national defense because it was the 
center for the development and deployment of high 
tech spy planes. The story of Area 51 is right at the 
heart of the history of the US and the Soviets playing 
nuclear brinkmanship with ever more powerful and 
dirtier nukes. Our nukes were tested in the areas 
adjacent to Area 51 to the point that parts of the 
facility are contaminated. 

However, the book also includes what Annie 
Jacobsen claims is the real explanation for the 
Roswell Event of 1947. Just to recap for those who 
have not been keeping score, these are the so-called 
official explanations for the Roswell, New Mexico 
Crash Retrieval Event of the 1947 July 4th weekend: 
an Army Air Corps press release that they had a 
“recovered flying disc” and shortly afterwards a 
deflated weather balloon, a classified project 
involving multiple balloons with some electronics 
attached called Project Mogul, the same story with 
the addition of dropped dummies being mistaken for 
extraterrestrials in response to the 1997 50th 
anniversary celebration in Roswell, a rocket gone 
astray with burned up chimpanzees inside, a Japanese 
attempt to scare Americans with the bodies of POWS 
inside, and now this new “explanation” as disclosed 
in AREA 51. 

The interviews with former Area 51 personnel make 
this book fascinating. But we do not know how 
Annie Jacobsen “found” these witnesses. Granted she 
is an experienced investigative journalist. But the 
political history of UFO research contains other 
examples of how the media is used, wittingly and 
unwittingly, to thwart and deflect the search for the 
truth. More importantly, the public has to be kept in 
the dark. My reaction to Jacobsen’s Roswell 
revelation is based upon my sense that when she was 
“given” this supposed true explanation for Roswell, 
she became part of the problem, and not the solution 
as 1 will demonstrate. (See The Missing Times by 
Terry Hansen on how the Media and the publishing 
industry have become little more than CIA servants 
when it comes to any story related to UFOs.) 

According to Ms. Jacobsen’s informant, the Roswell 
UFO Crash Event should be called “Stalin’s Black 
Propaganda Hoax.” A large, unidentified Soviet 
aircraft entered the USA via Alaska and launched a 
remote-controlled saucer-like advanced aircraft that 
crashed outside of Roswell, NM. The crashed vehicle 
was occupied by children who had been subjected to 
horrific surgery by Josef Mengele, the butcher of 
Auschwitz, who worked for Stalin after the end of 
WWll even though he died years later in South 
America. There is apparently no disagreement about 
the accepted sequence of events surrounding the 
Roswell Crash related to the discovery of the 
wreckage, the press releases, the cover-up, and the 
intimidation of witnesses as these events have been 
described by UFO researchers. 


Most of this work is devoted to describing how this 
mysterious classified facility in Nevada was critically 
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The entire theory rests upon the testimony of an 
anonymous informant. He disclosed to Annie 
Jacobsen that the retro-engineering of Roswell 
wreckage was assigned to 5 specially selected 
engineers from a major defense contractor, the 
EG&G Company. The project was hidden with the 
highest possible security classification inside the 
Atomic Energy Commission. The work was done in 
an even more remote location in Area 51 called S-4. 

The informant claimed that the vehicle that crashed at 
Roswell was actually a fake Martian saucer created 
by Nazi scientists captured by the Soviets at the end 
of WWII. Stalin’s goal was to create a national panic 
in the USA and to intimidate the US military with his 
vastly superior aircraft technology. The inspiration 
for this idea was the broadcast of Orson Welles in 
1938, when his dramatic radio recreation of a Martian 
invasion created unanticipated panic. Supposedly, 
what really panicked our military was the discovery 
that the writing on pieces of the wreckage of Stalin’s 
was Cyrillic. 

The need for an immediate cover-up and extreme 
secrecy was based upon "fears that the Russians had 
hover and fly technology, that there flying craft could 
outfox US radar and that it could deliver to America 
a devastating blow." (Page 37, AREA 51) The 
informant confessed to Jacobsen that the ongoing 
policy of absolute secrecy was also necessitated by 
the acts of this band of EG&G engineers - 
supposedly because “People were killed” in the USA 
as part of their experiments until the 1980s. No 
explanation was offered as to how or why a small 
group of aviation engineers would be charged with 
conducting medical experiments. 

The author claims that the writing discovered on the 
debris from the Roswell craft was in fact block letters 
from the Cyrillic alphabet. This is apparently an 
indirect reference to the recollections of Jesse Marcel 
Senior and Jesse Marcel Junior who both described 
extremely light I-beam like material with strange 
lettering on it. No explanation is given as to why 
Jesse Marcel Junior, an emergency room surgeon and 
Iraq war veteran has still never seen enough Cyrillic 
writing in his lifetime to make the connection with 
his childhood recollection of the mysterious debris 
brought home by his father in 1947. 

The radical “hover and fly” technology was attributed 
to two brothers . Walter and Reimar Horten. 
Supposedly these two brothers had created a new 
flying technology based upon a power source that 
was so unique, that the Project Paperclip scientists to 
include Dr. Werner von Braun were unable to 
identify the type of engineering used to propel the 
craft. Yet when describing the Horten’s prototype 
aircraft with its unusual crescent shape, the comment 
is made that these craft could fly higher and faster up 
to 1200 mph because they were propelled by rockets 
rather than jet engines. These statements seem 
contradictory and there is little doubt that Dr. von 
Braun and many of the other Project Paperclip 
scientists were imaginative designers. (Page 41, 
AREA 51) 

In the photo section of the book there is a pictured 
diagram of a Horten Brothers’ design that shows a 
model diagram with rockets plainly labeled. There is 
also a definite statement about what didn’t happen 
afterwards in the Soviet Union: "The Soviets couldn't 
advance their aerial reconnaissance program because 
so much of their efforts went into advancing surface 
to air missile technology." (Page 138, AREA 51) 

If advanced hover and fly technology truly was 
possessed by the Soviets, why was it never used 


against the United States with the exception of 
sending a fake Martian ship to Roswell? Why wasn't 
this technology used for surveillance of the United 
States in the same way that we sent the U2 spy planes 
over Russia? Why wasn’t it used offensively against 
the US or against the Afghans in the 
same way we brought out the highly classified 
Stealth bombers in the first Gulf War? Where was the 
Stalin Saucer launched from? Where did the remote 
control technology go? Where did the advanced 
hover and fly technology go? No explanations are 
given. 

The cleverness of AREA 51 resides in how the reader 
is set up to accept the Stalin Saucer theory. Here is a 
prime example of how the background is painted 
with broad brush strokes so no one will recall the key 
aspects of the Roswell story. On Page 17; “The local 
coroner received a mysterious call requesting several 
child sized coffins that could be hermetically sealed." 
This statement appears to refer to one of the primary 
Roswell witnesses, Glenn Dennis, who as a young 
man worked at the Ballard funeral home in Roswell 
New Mexico. He was a mortician, not the coroner, an 
elected county official. 

Perhaps the story of the mortician Glenn Dennis was 
kept very brief so that it would seem to support the 
Stalin Saucer theory. Glenn Dennis was not named 
because even a cursory search into his story 
summons the story of his friend, the mysterious 
Nurse. The nurse was on duty at Walker Army Air 
Field right after the bodies were recovered outside 
Roswell. She was called into a room to take notes 
during an examination of the bodies from the crash 
site. This raises a major question: Why couldn’t 
military doctors tell that the bodies recovered in the 
Roswell Crash were those of surgically-altered 
children as opposed to extraterrestrial humanoids? 

This selection from Glenn Dennis’ 1991 affidavit 
relates the description the Nurse gave to Dennis: 

(11) She said she had gone to get supplies in a room 
where two doctors were performing a preliminary 
autopsy. The doctors said they needed her to take 
notes during the procedure. She said she had never 
smelled anything so horrible in her life, and the sight 
was the most gruesome she had ever seen. She said, 

"This was something no one has ever seen." As she 
spoke, I was concerned that she might go into shock. 

(12) She drew me a diagram of the bodies, including 
an arm with a hand that had only four fingers; the 
doctors noted that on the end of the fingers were little 
pads resembling suction cups. She said the head was 
disproportionately large for the body; the eyes were 
deeply set; the skulls were flexible; the nose was 
concave with only two orifices; the mouth was a fine 
slit, and the doctors said there was heavy cartilage 
instead of teeth. The ears were only small orifices 
with flaps. They had no hair, and the skin was black— 
perhaps due to exposure in the sun. She gave me the 
drawings. 

In 2000 I delivered the transcript of the key interview 
of my friend June Crain to Glenn Dennis in person at 
the UFO Museum in Roswell. June Crain worked at 
Wright-Patterson AFB from 1942-1952 and I believe 
that her testimony plus the results of my investigation 
into her background and statements, establishes her 
as a key corroborating witness to a cover-up of at 
least three UFO Crash Retrieval Events involving 
Non-Humans, not Russians. 

Glenn Dennis and 1 talked in private. When I left our 
meeting, whatever doubts I had about the nature of 
the Roswell event in 1947 were ended. He remains an 
honest man and a solid witness. His belief is that the 
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being described by his friend, the Nurse, was not of 
this earth. What she saw that day so terrified her she 
resigned her commission and became a nun. He has 
protected her identity from everyone including 
frustrated UFO researchers. 

The Stalin Saucer theory will be readily accepted by 
skeptics and those who have not studied the Roswell 
Event. It will gain traction for the very same reasons 
that I take issue with Annie Jacobsen’s argument that 
Ockham’s razor applies to make the Stalin Saucer 
explanation the most likely explanation. The 
argument is only valid if a priori, you accept that the 
crash of an ET spacecraft is not a possible 
explanation for what triggered the extreme cover-up 
and secrecy surrounding Roswell. Meteorites cannot 
exist because there are no rocks in the sky. 

According to Jacobsen, the Stalin Saucer Crash was 
kept secret because the military was afraid of how it 
would be perceived by the public. What about the 
rise of fervent anti-Communism in post World War II 
politics? If Stalin really tried to create a panic in the 
USA with a fake Martian saucer, why not expose his 
ploy and aid the effort to whip up anti-Soviet fervor, 
McCarthyism, and Le May’s longing to go to war? 

If the goal was to promote the war on Communism, 
why not use the opportunity of exposing the Stalin 
Saucer with its helpless mutilated child passengers as 
an example of godless Communism at its worst? 

Even if the cabal of engineers from EG&G was busy 
in deep secrecy at S-4 trying to outdo Josef Mengele, 
what difference would it make? Everything done by 
these engineers was kept under very high security, so 
why would their conduct matter if the public would 
never know anyway? 

Who really benefits from disclosing this “new and 
improved” Roswell explanation? Perhaps the 
inclusion of the new explanation for the Roswell 
events was the price that Annie Jacobsen paid for 
getting access to the testimonies of Area 51 retirees. 
Such testimony would have been impossible to obtain 
previously because of security oaths. 

We know nothing about the loyalties or motivations 
of the sole surviving informant who supposedly 
disclosed the truth about Roswell. We also do not 
know how their meeting was orchestrated or by 
whom. She relates that she interviewed the informant 
for 18 months in preparation for the disclosure of the 
Stalin Saucer explanation. 

If you are an experienced interviewer, you have to 
consider the possibility that particular information is 
being given to you for a reason, especially if it seems 
significant and startling. In other words, just because 
you think you are the interviewer and therefore in 
control, you can’t rule out that you are being played. 
The detached totally objective observer doesn’t exist 
in physics, and it’s a fallacy in the world of 
informants. 

We have all had interviews with UFO witnesses who 
allude to secrets so extraordinary and so scary in their 
implications that they cannot be divulged. This is a 
technique used by interviewees to add to the 
credibility capital of their disclosures. This is what 1 
call Disclosure Mystique. There are several possible 
motives for pretending to possess more information 
than what is surrendered to the interviewer. The 
motive may be to increase their importance as a 
source, or it may be to tantalize to the point that the 
interviewer is focusing more on the potential value of 
the information than upon the credibility of the 
source. This is when the interviewer may bite the 
hook along with the bait. 


After finishing AREA 51,1 wondered how it is 
classified in book stores. I went to the local outlet of 
a major bookstore chain and I asked for a copy. I was 
told AREA 51 was placed under the heading of 
“Military History.” Given that this book reveals yet 
another Roswell explanation with no documentation 
and no source identification, why isn’t AREA 51 
placed in the “UFOs/Metaphysical” category like all 
the other marginalized but well researched UFO 
books? 

Roswell is actually an ongoing investigation that 
comprises over 30 plus years of dedicated work by 
researchers such as Stanton Friedman beginning in 
1978, Kevin Randle, too many others to name, and 
most recently covered in depth in Witness to 
Roswell- Unmasking the 60-Year Cover-Up by 
Thomas J. Carey and Donald R. Schmitt (2009 
edition) or Roswell Legacy by Jesse Marcel, Jr. The 
real Roswell investigation includes the testimony of 
some 600 witnesses. 

Many of these identified witnesses have chosen to 
disclose their knowledge in violation of their security 
oaths. Many times these decisions arose from a sense 
of mortality because of advanced age or terminal 
illness. I would ask any skeptic; Why would anyone 
risk their reputation or pension to expose their 
knowledge of the reality of Contact with Non-Human 
Intelligence? These witnesses are not making money 
from their disclosures and they are opening 
themselves or their families to ridicule at the very 
least. 

AREA 51 contains a reference to a still classified 
CIA file about the management of the UFO problem. 
There is a lengthy description of how the CIA 
indirectly manages the news media to influence 
public opinion about UFOs. This fact also plays into 
the ultimate question that is raised by the existence of 
this particular book with its unprecedented 
disclosures about Roswell. (AREA 51, pages 64-68) 

There is a further reference to the CIA's 
psychological strategy Board urging the National 
Security Council to "monitor private UFO groups" 
may be viewed as part of an ongoing strategy. There 
is no statement in the book to indicate that these 
policies have ever been terminated. In this sense, 
perhaps Annie Jacobsen may have been given a 
Trojan horse by the Secret-Keepers. 

If you take the classic Crashed ET-UFO explanation 
for Roswell and compare it to the Stalin Saucer 
explanation from Annie Jacobsen’s book, we should 
be warned by what factors they have in common: 

Both explanations involve a massive initial and 
ongoing cover-up of the Roswell Event, to include 
disinformation (lying), threats and intimidation 
(assault and extortion), and even assassination 
(murder), felony conspiracy to commit these acts, and 
innumerable violations of the Bill of Rights. 

If these illegal acts are described in a 
UFO/Metaphysical book, they are dismissed as 
conspiracy theory. When the same extreme official 
misconduct is included in a Military History book 
like AREA 51, this is just history with no relevancy 
to our times. Once you establish that a suspect or a 
black budget agency has committed, or may still be 
committing, terrible acts, how can you trust anything 
they tell you? 

In conclusion, I am encouraged by AREA 51 as it 
represents another albeit indirect official 
disinformation about Roswell. 1 suggest that the 
appropriate thank you gift to the key informant of the 
Stalin Saucer explanation would be five pounds of 
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Greeley UFO expert to appear 
on ‘The Daily Show’ tonight

He knew it was a big chance to take. 

After all, if you’re the national head of Mutual 
UFO Network and you’re asked to appear on one 
of the country’s most popular comedy news 
shows, you know what’s going to happen: 
Someone is going to make fun of you. 

But that didn’t deter Greeley’s Clifford Clift, 
who was interviewed on “The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart” a couple of weeks ago, and is 
scheduled to appear tonight. 

“1 had an idea of what it would be like,” Clift 
said from his home Monday. “They weren’t 
going to be serious.” 

He was correct. 

The good part of the adventure was that the show 
flew Clift to New York City and got him a room 
in a $250-per-night hotel with a view of Times 
Square. He thinks they spent about $ 1,500 on his 
trip to New York for the three-hour interview. 

Jon Stewart, the show’s host, didn’t interview 


Clift. He was interviewed outside ofNew York 
in a field, by one of the show’s reporters, Wyatt 
Cenac. 

“Right away, I realized it was not a scientific 
interview,” Clift said jokingly. “One of the 
questions was why the United States is losing so 
many UFO sightings to China? Do the E.T.’s 
prefer China?” 

They had about 50 pre-written questions for him, 
standing outside in a field, and about half-way 
through the interview — as a sidelight — Clift 
pointed out to the crew that they were standing 
in poison ivy. 

At one point, the reporter put on an E.T. suit and 
wanted to know what Clift thought of E.T.s. “1 
asked him where he was from,” Clift explained, 
“and when he didn’t answer, I told him his 
clothes made him looked like he was from 
Uranus (pronounced ‘your anus.’) “I’m not sure 
that one will get on the air. ... ” 

When the reporter asked Clift why all the UFOs 
were coming to Earth, he Jokingly explained they 
were coming here for gold and water. He said 
there were shortages of both of those substances 
in the universe. 

While the show is supposed to run tonight, Clift 
said they delayed the interviews so many times 
that he’s not sure his interview will be tonight or 
postponed until later. The show is on the 
Comedy Channel at 8 p.m. in Greeley. 

“I just played along with them” Clift said. “I’m 
hoping this will somehow get the word out that 
MUFON does scientific investigations of UFO 
sightings, and we’re not just a bunch of nuts.” 

In the area of UFOs and encounters with 
mysterious aircraft or beings, “Maybe this will 
lighten things up.”

UF01NFO.com - The main witness and his wife 
were heading southbound on 1-35 from Waco 
when his wife pointed to a strange light in the 
sky moving at incredible speed. It suddenly 
stopped on a dime over a field about a mile or so 
off the highway. 

He pulled his car over to the shoulder as they 
wondered what it was. Suddenly it appeared to 
land in the field and when it did they could make 
out a disk shape but dud to the darkness it was 
hard to tell exactly. It was a cloudy night. He 
pulled his binoculars out of the back seat and 
when he focused in he saw what did indeed 
appear to be a saucer like object on the ground.

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Two Kentucky witnesses report watching "four 
orange orbs flying in formation" under 500 feet 
and silent as they formed a triangle in the sky, 
according to June 29, 2011, testimony from the 
Mutual UFO Network (MUFON) witness 
reporting database.

Kentucky is a current UFO ALERT 5 
rating, with a low number of UFO sightings 
nationally. Kentucky had 5 reports in May 2011

One night in 1977, John Royer went out on the 
second-floor deck of his Bethlehem house to get 
some air, something he had done a hundred 
times without any complications. This time, 
however, he happened to look up into the sky as 
a big, black triangle with lights at the three 
comers passed overhead. 

Big as the object was — it blocked out a sizeable 
swath of stars — it didn't make a sound. 

Royer, a Lafayette College graduate and 
engineer — and, by his own and his wife's 
testimony, a sober and level-headed man — went 
inside and summoned the closest person, a 
houseguest. She came out and saw it too. 

"Oh, my God," she said, and went back inside. 

Royer watched the object drift west until it 
disappeared beyond the tree line. And just like 
that, his life had changed. 

It didn't change the way the Richard Dreyfuss 
character's life changed in "Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind." He didn't lose his job and start 
sculpting his mashed potatoes and shaving cream 
into renderings of Devil's Tower. And he didn't 
start seeing UFOs everywhere he looked, though 
in 2003, after moving to his current home in 
Emmaus, he saw another triangle flying over 
Emmaus High School. 

But these experiences made him keenly 
interested in UFOs. And that led to his current 
position as a volunteer field investigator for the 
Mutual UFO Network, called MUFON. 


It's a 42-year-old international group of 
enthusiasts who investigate sightings, compile 
statistical summaries— there were 14 UFO 
reports in Pennsylvania in June, for example — 
and pressure the government to be more 
forthcoming about what it knows regarding the 
phenomenon. 

"Many reports are mistakes," Royer 
acknowledges, leafing through the dozens of 
sightings he has investigated across the Lehigh 
Valley and beyond in the past couple of years. 
"Some of them are idiots trying to play a game. 
Some are drunks. Some are people on drugs." 

Some, though, are sincere — and often 
frightened — regular folk who have witnessed 
something strange and want the relief or 
reassurance that comes from sharing the story. 

A few examples: A witness in York County saw 
a boomerang-shaped mass of green lights flying 
south over the borough. A Shimersville resident 
watched a red light bobbing in the sky. And a 
man in Emmaus had virtually the same 
experience as Royer, watching a dark triangle 
move above Chestnut Street and disappear 
beyond South Mountain. 

Royer, 65, a retired Lincoln Technical Institute 
instructor, makes no firm judgment about any of 
these sightings — not even his own. He knows 
he saw something, but he can't say what. 

"I think some of it is manmade technology," he 
said. "1 also believe there is something flying 
around out there that we don't know anything 
about." 

Preserving the anonymity of the witnesses, he 
notes the details and commits them to the 
growing record of sightings around the world. 
Like other buffs, he figures the phenomenon will 
reach critical mass one day and lead to 
something — alien contact, perhaps, or 
government acknowledgement that we are not 
alone. 

"There are multiple people around the world who 
are politicians, who are in the military, who are 
saying 'Enough is enough,'" Royer said, citing 
cases of jet pilots who have been ordered into 
fruitless pursuit of bizarre sky craft but told to 
keep their stories quiet. 

He does most of his research in a home office 
with a few framed painting of UFOs on the wall 
and a model of the Mir Space Station dangling 
from the ceiling fan light pull. Here, he has 
begun writing science fiction and has formulated 
his own theory about aliens — that they are 
"flying archeologists" in a long-term study of 
humankind. UFO reports, he pointed out, date 
back thousands of years. 

Playing Scully to Royer's Mulder is his wife, 
Mary, a friendly woman who seems to find his 
hobby interesting in the way many wives find 
football interesting. 

"It's John's thing," she said. "All I can say is 
'Anything's possible.' "

He also talked about his interactions with the 
border of the military base, jokingly recounting 
his encounter with military police and eventually 
being escorted off the premises. As a token, each 
person in attendance received a photocopy of 
Ledwith's military restraining order. 

Though Ledwith is not a member of MUFON, he 
believes strongly in acting as a “canary” in the 
world of extraterrestrials and the like. 

“I'm on my own because 1 don't want to 
compromise anything,” said Ledwith. “I'm all 
about saving planet Earth.” 

While the meeting was kicked off with a 
childhood photograph of Ledwith and a 
supposed UFO, he ended the meeting with a 
similar feeling of nostalgia, saying, “Trust is an 
irresistible force.” 

“I'm preaching to the choir here,” said Ledwith. 
“It's important to get the truth out there, at any 
cost.”

UFO believer tries to spread the

HOLLYWOOD, Md. (June 30, 201 1) - When 
George Jones went outside the night of June 16, 
he was expecting to see some stars and the 
clouds. The last thing he expected was to see 
strange lights approaching. 

“They looked pretty low to me,” Jones said. 

There were in groups of three, one leading the 
two trailing a couple seconds behind, and Jones 
described them as the orange-yellow color of an 
amber house light, only brighter. He said the 
lights were at a height a little higher than a 
helicopter would hover. Jones saw them 
approach, hover for a few seconds then fade 
away. 

Jones had Ray Breeden come outside with him, 
and the two men saw another set of lights 
approach and disappear. 

“Who knows how many preceded that before 1 
saw the first one,” Jones said. 

Breeden said they were a little too high to be 
helicopters, but he agreed on the color, a shade 
of amber, and the formation with one leading and 
two following. 

“It could be something from the base,” Breeden 
said, though he thinks it was strange because 
there was no noise either before or after the 
lights approached and disappeared, like one 
would expect from an airplane or any other craft. 

“If there was any sound, we would have heard 
something,” Jones said. 

Darlyn Breeden also joined the men outside and 
saw the lights in the sky. She saw the same 
things as Breeden and Jones, but she doesn’t 
have any explanation for what she saw. 

“It was ftm though,” Darlyn Breeden said. 

For Jones, this is his second encounter with an 
Unidentified Flying Object (UFO). When he was 
a kid living in Suitland, he said he saw a cloud 
with lights in it about five stories off the ground 
moving along and hovering over people and 
animals it encountered. From the way others 
around him were acting, Jones said he was the 
only one who could see the cloud. It finally came 
over him, hovered for a few seconds, then “shot 
away.”

Twenty-one years ago this month, on a hazy 
afternoon near Julian, Mike Orrell took a picture. 

It changed his life. 

Whether it changed it for the better depends on 
your attitude about UFOs. 

Mainstream science scoffs at the idea, but at least 
one-third of the public believes in UFOs, 
according to public-opinion surveys that have 
been consistent for 50 years. A larger number 
regularly reports believing the government is 
hiding information about extraterrestrials. 

Hollywood, with “Super 8” the latest example, 
regularly spins stories around aliens. Most 
bookstores have a robust science-fiction section. 

It would be hard to flip through TV on any given 
night and not find someone talking about visitors 
from other planets. 

How does something with sketchy factual 
underpinnings continue to hold such sway in 
popular culture and the public’s mind? 

Mike Orrell’s story is a window into that world. 
Bom in San Diego 54 years ago, he grew up in 
La Mesa. When he was 13, his father, a San 
Diego policeman, was killed in a dune buggy 
accident in Mexico. Reeling, Orrell went looking 
for answers to some of life’s biggest questions: 
Why are we here? What happens when we die? 

Are we alone in the universe? 

A baseball coach introduced him to metaphysics, 
and he liked what he heard, a mixture of the 
spiritual and the scientific. It wasn’t long before 
he was immersing himself in literature that 
talked about the departed trying to contact loved 
ones back on Earth.

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He said he had a string of episodes where the 
doorbell rang and nobody was there. One day 
when it rang he flung the door open and said to 
the emptiness, “Dad, 1 love you.” The doorbell 
incidents stopped, he said. 

So it would be safe to say he was predisposed to 
believe in the paranormal when he was driving 
from San Diego to Julian on July 1, 1990. He 
pulled off Highway 78 at the Inaja memorial 
park, where 11 firefighters were overrun by 
flames in 1956. 

Reading a plaque there, he noticed the fire had 
happened one day before his birthday. It was, he 
said, an omen. 

He didn’t notice anything in the sky when he 
took the photo. Neither did his girlfriend, Ronnie 
Spielvogel, or a friend who was traveling with 
them. But when Orrell got the film developed, 
the shot looking down the canyon had nine 
specks in the sky, in the upper left corner of the 
frame. 

He had the photo enlarged, which made the dots 
bigger and redder and, in the grand tradition of 
all UFO photos, fuzzy. The specks had no wings, 
so they weren’t birds or airplanes. They weren’t 
the result of imperfections on the negative or in 
the print. 

They were unidentified flying objects. 

Given ‘a great gift’ 

Seth Shostak is a senior astronomer with the 
Search for Extraterrestrial Intelligence Institute, 
which is probably the closest thing we have in 
this country to an “official” agency exploring 
aliens. The nonprofit corporation, based near San 
Jose in Mountain View, uses mostly private 
donations to research evidence of life on other 
planets. 

He hasn’t seen Orrell’s photo but he gets pictures 
like it all the time. He said he hasn’t seen one yet 
that’s convincing proof of alien spacecraft. 

“I’m open to it, but the evidence Just isn’t there,” 
he said. “If UFOs are real, why can’t you go into 
Balboa Park, into the Reuben Fleet museum, and 
see evidence of alien invasions?” 

Actually Orrell’s photo was in an exhibit 
recently, at the Air & Space Museum in Balboa 
Park. “The Science of Aliens,” a traveling 
exhibit that originated in London, included props 
from science fiction movies and examples of real 
creatures that look otherworldly. The Inaja photo 
was added to give the exhibit some local flavor. 

Like most “ufologists,” Orrell acknowledges that 
the vast majority of the thousands of UFO 
sightings every year can be explained. They’re 
really satellites, aircraft, weather balloons, 
reflections of light and so on. 

But he’s never doubted the validity of his own 
case. Convinced that the photo shows alien 
ships, and that the aliens are emissaries from a 
higher being who wants to help us, he’s spent the 


past two decades trying to get people to listen to 
him. 

In between various jobs over the years — artist, 
custodian, security guard, drywaller — he’s gone 
to UFO conferences and met with a Russian test 
pilot and, just last year, put together a 12-minute 
YouTube video, “UFOs in San Diego.” It’s one 
of some 900,000 UFO entries on the popular site. 

He’s explored connections between the objects 
in his photo and relics from ancient cultures and 
believes there are higher levels of civilization out 
there. He thinks something cataclysmic will 
happen to our planet next year. And that UFOs 
will transport the worthy to safety. 

“I’ve been given a great gift that I have been 
trying to share,” he said. “I believe I was chosen 
to spread the UFO gospel and to my dying day 
that’s what I’m going to do.” 

He’s knows there are people who think he’s nuts. 
For the record, he said he’s never been treated 
for mental illness, never even been in therapy. 
“Metaphysics is my therapy,” he said. 

Spielvogel, his girlfriend, said Orrell has “a big 
heart” and is passionate about trying to help 
mankind. A lab assistant in a cancer-research 
facility, she thinks the stuff about the world 
ending next year “is pretty far out there,” but she 
also doesn’t think we’re alone. 

“1 believe the universe is so big there’s got to be 
other things besides us,” she said. 

Shostak, the astronomer, wouldn’t dispute that. 
It’s why the institute he works for exists. But that 
doesn’t mean the “other things” are zipping 
around Julian in space ships. 

“Why so many people need to believe (in UFOs) 
is a good question,” he said. “Maybe part of it is 
because we all like powerful authority figures, 
someone who can interfere in our life and maybe 
improve it.” 

And don’t underestimate the influence of the 
entertainment media, he said. “They’ve made 
aliens as common as fire hydrants. People see it 
often enough and they think maybe there’s some 
truth to it.” 

Keith Taylor, former president of the San Diego 
Association of Rational Inquiry, a skeptics 
group, has a simpler explanation for the staying 
power of UFOs. 

“It’s the manifestation of deliberate ignorance,” 
he said. “Our culture has developed to the point 
where we choose to believe what we want to 
believe.” 

And see what we want to see.

A SERIES of UFO sightings in 
Inverclyde were probed by a 
specialist department at the 
Ministry of Defence. 

Information previously kept top secret 
through a government 'X-Files’-style 
project reveals senior figures at the mil¬ 
itary probed five separate incidents in 
the area between 1999 and late 2009. 

The data, made available to the 
Telegraph through the Freedom of 
Information Act, tells how unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects were recorded in the 
skies above Inverclyde by a special Air 
Command department of the Armed 
Forces. 

One entry in the MOD files details 
a sighting in Greenock at 9.25pm on 1 
May 1999. This described how a local 
man saw five lights going into a centre 
and breaking away to form a circle in 
the night sky. They continued to circle 
before vanishing. 

On 22 February that year another 
report was made of two bright station¬ 
ary lights hovering over Inverclyde. The 
lights were described as sitting low on 
the horizon, where they remained in the 
.sky for 30 minutes before shooting off. 

While the majority of the sightings 
were made over Greenock, the files 
reveal a UFO was also seen on 25 May 
2003 above Kilmacolm. 

This entry describes how a woman 
saw a large bright light hovering in 


the sky just after 11pm. The light 
stayed in the sky for a .short time before 
disappearing. 

The Ministry also recorded a sighting 
above Greenock on 15 F'ebruary 2005. 
A man reported a large yellow conical 
craft, in the sky while walking his dog 
just after lam. 

On 25 December 2009, two orange 
lights were seen hovering over Greenock 
just after 6.30pm. -As well as being 
recorded as an official sighting by 
MOD experts, the lights were caught 
on a mobile phone by a couple, with the 
story making headlines in the Tele that 
week. 

Debbie and Hugh Scobie, from 
Berwick Road, asptured footage of the 
two objects in the sky above Larkfield. 


This was the second UFO sighting in 
Inverclyde in a matter of weeks after a 
floating disc was recorded appearing to 
float over Coronation Park on Friday 13 
November. 

The information was released as the 
Ministry of Defence closed down their 
department dedicated to investigat¬ 
ing unexplained sittings in British air 
space. 

A spokesperson for the MOD said: 
“The MOD has no opinion on the exist¬ 
ence or otherwise of extra-terrestrial 
life. However, in over 50 years, no UFO 
report has revealed any evidence of a 
potential threat to the United Kingdom. 

“The ongoing programme to release 
departmental files on UFO matters to 
the National Archive will continue." 


My close encounter with ageist Daily Telegraph 
aliens, by angler who got away I June 29, 2011

.AN ANGLER who claimed lo 
be nbducted and then rejected 
by aliens for being "too old 
and infirm”, and two police¬ 
men who saw a spaceship 
hovering over a road are 
among a list of close encoun¬ 
ters disclosed by a former gov¬ 
ernment UFO investigator. 

Nick Pope was employed by 
the Ministry of Defence to 
analyse alien abduction and 
sightings as part of its now- 
defunct UFO Project. 

Over the years, he had to 
investigate hundreds of j>as- 
sible sightings and encounters 
to decide whether they had 
any merit or were a threat to 
Britain’s “territorial integrity". 
While none showed real proof 
of the existerree of extra-ter¬ 


restrials, many remain a mys¬ 
tery. For the first time, he htis 
cor^iled his top 10 sightings. 

"The vast majority of the 
people were mistaken," .said 
Mr Pope, 45, who worked for 
the department between 1991 
and 1994. 

"Most of them turned out lo 
be aircraft lights, weather bal¬ 
loons or meteorites. 

“Quite a lot of times, espe¬ 
cially at night, alcohol had 
played its part. 

"Clearly other people were 
delusional and others even 
showed signs of mental ill¬ 
ness. But .some people may 
have seen something very 
interesting and as yet unex¬ 
plained." 

He said during the depart¬ 
ment’s operating life - from 
1950 to 2008 - the most con¬ 


vincing sighting came when 
American air force personnel 
reported seeing space craft 
hovering over their base at 
Rendlesham Forest in Suffolk. 
At the s.ame time, radiation 
levels around the aerodrome 
rose sharply. 

A former Anny officer. Alfretl 
Ikirtoo, 73, claimed he was 
abducted in 1983 by little 
green men while out fishing. 

He .said he was taken on¬ 
board the ship, but hcaixl a 
voice say "You <xin go. You are 
loo old and infirm for our pur¬ 
pose". 

In Somerset, a couple saw a 
UFO over a field and when 
they investigated they found 
coivs standing silently in the 
middle of the field, facing each 
other in a perfect cnrcle as “if 
in a meeting".

Did UFO cause power failure at 
nuclear missile base? Missile 
teehnicians claim sightings coincided 
with October outage

When Warren Air Force Base in Wyoming lost 
control of 50 nuclear, inter-continental missiles 
last October, officials said a communication 
failure between the control centre and the 
weapons was to blame. 

However, three missile technicians stationed at 
the base have raised fresh questions in the case, 
amid reports UFO sightings coincided with the 
incident. 

UFO researcher Robert Hastings says 
eyewitnesses claim the interruption to the power 
supply also lasted much longer than the Air 
Force admits. 

A power failure on October 23, 2010 meant that 
one-ninth of America’s nuclear arsenal went 
offline for almost an hour. 

A U.S. Air Force spokesman said there had been 
a 'hardware issue' relating to an underground 
cable linking the command centre with the 
missiles. 

This disrupted ‘communication between the 
control centre and the missiles, but during that 
time they were still able to monitor the security 
of the affected missiles’. 

Defence officials insisted there was never any 
danger of an accidental launch. But the incident 
was deemed serious enough for Barack Obama 
to be briefed on it later. 

There was no evidence of foul play and the U.S. 
never lost the capability to launch the missiles, 
although it could only have done so from an 
airborne command and control centre, he said. 
Another official said there had been similar 
breakdowns on other bases in the past. 

But Robert Hastings says more was involved. 
According to Hastings, three missile 
maintenance technicians have agreed to speak to 
him on the condition of anonymity, revealing the 


military has kept UFO sightings that occurred 
during the power outage under wraps. 

The witnesses, he said, reported sightings of 'a 
large cigar-shaped object high above the missile 
field'. 

Hastings told AOL: 'They said the object was 
seen in the sky above the field, throughout the 
weekend, both during the (missile) disruption 
and the following day.' 

His witnesses claim the power outage lasted 
several hours longer than officials reported. 

'1 have detailed information about the events. 

The Air Force said this (missile) disruption 
lasted 59 minutes. It actually lasted the better 
part of 26 hours,' he said. 

'It was intermittent and involved a very specific 
sequence of these five missile alert facilities 
going on and offline. I have all of that down to 
the most minute detail.' 

The eyewitnesses agreed that what they saw 'was 
not a commercial blimp.' 

'It had no passenger gondola and no advertising 
on its hull,' Hastings said. 

'Further, its aspect ratio (length to width) was 
very similar to a WWl Zeppelin: long and thin, 
and not at all like the squat shape of a corporate 
blimp.' 

The witnesses did not, however, claim the 
alleged UFO was connected with the outage. 

It is not the first time Hastings has reported UFO 
sightings at nuclear missile sites. 

He organised a press conference last September, 
when six former Air Force officers stepped 
forward to reveal they had seen or had been 
involved with sightings at missile sites. 

They claim that since 1948, aliens have been 
hovering over UK and U.S. nuclear missile sites 
and deactivating the weapons - once even 
landing in a British base. 

The men said they were encouraged not to speak 
to the media about their sightings. 

Captain Robert Salas, who was among the six, 
confirmed: ‘We’re talking about unidentified 
flying objects, as simple as that.' 

However, Lieutenant Colonel John Thomas, 
director of public affairs for Air Force Global 
Strike Command headquarters at Barksdale Air 
Force Base in Louisiana, denies there is a policy 
to silence eyewitnesses to unexplained 
phenomena at Air Force bases. 

'I have no reason to dispute anybody's claims of 
anything they may seen historically, because 
those occurrences and reports took place decades 
into the past and probably will decades into the 
future,' he told AOL. 

'This incident is separate from all of that. We 
took it very seriously and we're very confident 
that we understand frilly what happened.' 

'If people see things that are unusual, they are 
encouraged to report them,' he said, adding: 
'When people join the military, they don't give 
up their First Amendment rights.'

Robert, a retired window cleaner, says he 
was confronted by an aircraft the like of which 
he had never seen tiefore Iledesorilred it as "a 
big egg-shaped thing surround by bright 
light". 

Robert .s.iys it was then that lie spotted 
strange-lookingcreatures standing in the back 
lane lie says three of them were built like men. 
but ranged from 2R to -tft in height, one looked 
like Big Foot while another had long flowing 
hair and a coat that partially covered a skele¬ 
tal body and bat wings. 

"Other children were petrified and in shock. 
Tlrey were trying to get over the railway, but 
there was barbed wire and they were getting 
cut and were screaming." he says. 

The story sounds like something from a low 
budget sci-fi film but the man telling it is no 
attention-seeking youngster Roix'i i Hall is7t> 
and he has been telling the .same story all his 
life. 

And now he is telling it in a leleviston pro¬ 
gramme that has brought his story lo a world 
wide audience. • 

Recalling what happened, Robert says the 
creatures .spoke to him in perfect English, with 
no accent, and asked if they could examine 
him. “I told them it was iwb and we were at 
war with Germany," he says. "They look blood 
out of the back of my neck and put some jelly 
on. I kept my eyes shut. 1 was so frightened I 
was shaking." 

After 20 terrifying minutes, he was allowed 
to go. "1 was up that street like a shot," he says. 
"My parents thought I was kidding and so did 
the soldiers.” 

The next day, Robert says, two men with 
black suits came to the house and warned him 
that if he said anything, he would disappear. 

One close encounter would be fascinating 
enough, but the pensioner says things took an 
even more sinister turn a few days later when 
an alien tried to snatch him off the street. 

He says a grey alien, fitting the common de¬ 
scription of an extra terrestrial with big eyes 


and a large head. grabU-d him. "Me wa.s on me 
in a couple of seconds,’ he says. "I fell over the 
kerb anil hti.shed my t(f My Uncle Kinie saw 
what wa.s li.ippening i.iiil bashed its head in 
with a eoal shovel." 

The alien's body was. allegedly put in a coal 
sack and Robert wa.s sent to find a local po 
liceman. Sergeant Brookes. He.savs t'oe Army 
wa.s called and tfwk tm- bony to a church. 

Robert says strange small triangular marks 
appeared on his left check, which remained 
until he wa.s about 12 or 13, before di.sapiicar- 
ing, leaving no trace. 

Seventy years after his alleged close en¬ 
counter, Robert's story has become the subject 
of a television documentary.

Richard carried oul a three-month investi¬ 
gation into Robert's dainus He verified that 
street and shop names checked out. He also 
managed to confirm there w.-is a Sgt Brookes 
working the area at the time. 

Richard says Robert's description of the 
crciitures the small stature, the grey skin, the 
hirge eyes, the craft itself, elliptical shape and 
tlie metallic surface with the bright light arc 
common features of alien abduction stories 

"There's also the fact that they tried to in¬ 
terfere with Robert’s neck. 

"I don't believe that they took blood, as 
Robert claims," he says. "They were possibly 
trying to put something in. 

“Interestingly, Robert says the creatures lutd 
a short, white hand-held device which could 
subdue or immobilise somebody and there's 
the triangular marks that were left on his face 

"These arc all things that we find In ab- 
ductee cases, again and again.” 

Richard's investigations are ongoing and he 
is keen for anyone who can back up Robert's 
claims to get in touch with him. 

Robert, who has four children and three 
grandchildren, is sincere and earnest about his 
alien encounter all those years ago. 

Richard, who has met Robert's sister, says it 
is a story he has stuck to since he was a little 
lad. Robert says: “I got the p**s taken out of me 
for years, and at school the teacher would say 
‘there's the boy who believes In little green 
men'.

Top 10 UFO incidents in the UK 
Former MoD UFO specialist Nick 
Pope reveals the UK's most bizarre 
alien encounters.

1. In December 1980 a UFO landed in 
Rendlesham Forest in Suffolk and was 
witnessed by United States Air Force 
personnel at two nearby military bases. The 
craft had strange symbols on the side that 
looked a bit like Egyptian hieroglyphs. The 
following night the UFO returned and was 
seen by the Deputy Base Commander. 
Radiation levels at the landing site were 
unusually high. 

2. Former Army officer Alfred Burtoo was 
fishing by the Basingstoke Canal in August 
1983 when he encountered a landed UFO 
and little green men. The 73 year old said he 
was taken onboard the ship, but heard a 
voice say "You can go. You are too old and 
infirm for our purpose". He told his wife 
he'd seen a UFO but didn't mention being 
taken onboard, because he thought she'd tell 
him "No more fishing for you, old man". 

3. In a sighting that took place over RAF 
Shawbury in March 1993, the 
Meteorological Officer witnessed a huge, 
triangular-shaped craft fly slowly over the 
base, firing a beam of light at the ground, 
while emitting a low frequency humming 
sound. From a slow speed, the UFO then 
accelerated away to the 

horizon many times faster than a military jet. 
The man had eight years experience serving 
in the RAF. 

4. On the same night as the sighting at RAF 
Shawbury, a couple saw a UFO over a field, 
hundreds of miles away. When they 


investigated, the UFO had gone, but all the 
cows were standing silently in the middle of 
the field, facing each other in a perfect 
circle. 

5. A man contacted the Ministry of Defence 
in 1985 claiming to have been in contact 
with aliens who wanted to establish 
diplomatic contact with the authorities. He 
wanted to arrange a meeting between the 
British Government and an entity called 
Algar. But his letter stated that Algar had 
been killed by other aliens and concluded by 
saying "and that, of course, was that". 

6. In 1986 a commercial pilot said that a 
UFO had passed close to his aircraft. Trying 
to be rational about it, he speculated that it 
might have been space debris re-entering the 
Earth's atmosphere, a meteorite, or a missile, 
accidentally fired into his flightpath. He 
concluded by saying, with remarkable 
understatement, "If it's a missile, myself and 
my crew are not impressed". 

7. In another near miss between a 
commercial aircraft and a UFO, from 1991, 
a UFO passed rapidly in front of the A1 
Italia jet, which had 57 passengers on board. 
The pilot shouted "look out, look out" as the 
UFO flashed past. Neither the MoD nor the 
Civil Aviation Authority ever found an 
explanation. 

8. In 1984 two police officers in North 
London were called out as a result of a 
woman who had seen a UFO. When the 
police officers arrived they saw the UFO 
too, observed it through their binoculars and 
made a sketch in their police notebook. 

9. Retired policeman Philip Spencer 
encountered an alien on Ilkley Moor, 
Yorkshire, in 1987 and claimed to have been 
abducted. He even has a blurred photograph 
which he claims is the alien. 

10. In 1980 in Lancashire, police officer 
Alan Godfrey encountered a UFO the size of 
a bus, hovering five feet above the road. 
When he returned to base it was later than 
expected. Subsequently, under regression 
hypnosis, PC Godfrey recalled having been 
taken onboard the UFO.

Laws can stop crooks being sent home while 
offering little help to deported citizens, say MPs

FOREIGN crimiiuls have more protec¬ 
tion under human rights laws than inno¬ 
cent Britons fitting extradition, a com¬ 
mittee of MPsl^ warned. 

Offenders fighting deportation are able 
to use human ri^ra defences to avoid 
removal whereas Britons fedng transfer 
under extradition lavrs find it almost 
impossible to do so, the joint committee 
on Wnan rights suggested. 

It means that the Hkes of Gary McKin¬ 
non, the allied computer hacker who ts 
fighting extr^tion to the US, have fewer 
ri^ls than foreigners who have commit- 
tra crimes and snoukl be deported. 

The MPs said Britain's extradition poli¬ 
cies do not provide “effective protection" 
for dtixens and called for the agreement 
between the UK and US to be renegoti¬ 
ated. There are concema that the nature

of the agreement makes it easier for the 
Americans to extrKlile someone horn 
Britain than vice versa. 

The contrast in the rights of Britons 
accused of crimes and foreign convicts is 
at its most stark in extradition cases 
within Europe. Uttder the European 
Arrest 'Mairant system, countries have a 
‘mutual recognition" that other members 
have an appropriate judicial system. 

That means those facittg extradition 
under the system find it alrnost impossi¬ 
ble to argue they are at risk of human 
ri^ts amues. 

In oantrast, forei^ criminals facing 
dqxHiatfon do not uU under a similar 
nt»an and are ofien able to ai|;ue that 
tneir removal will breach their right to a 
family life or that they face torture or 
abuse on their return home. 

Dominic Raab, a Tory member of the 


committee, said: “A perverse combina¬ 
tion of EU law and the Human Rights Act 
has left innocent British dtizisns with less 
human ri^ts protections than foreign 
criminals." 

Those Cidng extradition to the US have 
also found it difficult to argue they are at 
risk of human rights abuses. There are 
also oonMms that, to extradite a Briton, 


the US authorities need only show that 
they are suspixted of a crime and provide 
an accurate description. If Britain wants 
to bring a US dtizen here, prosecutors 
nnist show evidence of a crime. 

The JCHR report said the Government 
should renegotiate the treaty with the US 
to ensure that British dtizens get the 
same protection as Americans. US 
authorities should have to show enough 
evidence to establish probable cause 
before a Briton coukl be extradited, it 
recommended. Jud^ should also be 
able to refuse extraoltiun requests if the 
alleged offence look place wholly or 
largely in the UK - known ns the "forum" 
ar^menl, the MPs and peers said. 

The committee’s report follows a series 
of hi^-profilc coses, indudii^ that of Mr 
McKinnon, in which campaigners have 
argued it would be best for the defend¬ 
ants to be tried in Britain. 

Theresa May. the Home Secretary, has 
said a review of extradition arrangements 
was coruidering whether the UK-US 
treaty is "unbalanced". 

Dr Hywel Francis, chairman of the 
JCHR, said Britain's safeguards were 
"cleariy inadequate" and were failing to 
protect human rights. 

Judges should play a more active part 
in extradition cases. MPs said. Making 
countries show there is a case to answer 
first would reduce the likelihood "that a 


person could be extradited on specula¬ 
tive charges or for an alleged offerux: 
which they could not have committed". 

Measures to allow a jui%e to refuse 
extradition where the alleged offence 
took place wholly or largely in the UK are 
already in the Police ana Criminal Justice 
Act 2006 and it ‘is difficult to under¬

Government urged to renegotiate 
extradition deals with US and EU

A parliamentary committee has urged 
the government to renegotiate its much- 
criticised extradition treaties with the US 
and EU to avoid future cases like that of 
Cary McKinnon, the hacker who has spent 
nine years fighting removal to America. 

Swift action was needed in particular 
to make sure Britons were not sent over¬ 
seas for trial over alleged offeiKres com¬ 
mitted wholly or mainly inside the UK 
or, as is currently the case, without any 
evideiKe being offered against them, the 
Joint committee on human rights (ICHR), 
which comprises MPs and pieecs from all 
three majoi parties. corKluded following 
an inquiry. 

Such measures would prevent future 
cases like that of McKinnon, who has 
become a focal point for opposition to the 
laws. McKinnon’s supporters argue that 
any trial should take plKe in the UK given 
that his hacking activities were under¬ 
taken from a bedroom in north London. 

The issue has been high lighted in a more 
recent case, in which Richard O'Dwyer, a 
ShefUeid undergraduate, faces extradition 
to the US for operating a website linkirrg t o 
other sites carrying pirated TV shows and 
ftims - a practice that is possibly not even 
an offence in Britain.

extradition without offering prima facie 
evidence had led to people languishing 
in Jail overseas on "speculative charges', 
the report said. Other concents included 
a sizeable number of warrants for trivial 
offences • examples include theft involv¬ 
ing bicycles or even piglets • and a lack of 
legal assistaiKe abroad. A recommenda¬ 
tion is that the government immediately 
enacts a so-called forum provision, which 
would give UK judges powers to decide 
whether an alleged offence would be bet¬ 
ter tried in Britain.

(CNN) - Tales of missing maritime vessels and rumors of 
drifting, crewless ships have long colored the popular 
imagination when it comes to legends of the high seas. 

Certain locations have become synonymous with 
unexplained disappearances and for intrepid sailors with a 
taste for the paranormal, these places can hold a spookily 
magnetic appeal. 

So if you fancy a sailing holiday with a supernatural slant, 
you'll need to know where the fiction ends and the facts 
begin. To help you along your way we delve deep into some 
of the world's most mysterious waters. 

Bermuda Triangle 


Despite sitting in the middle of the otherwise freezing 
Atlantic, the water in the Sargasso is warm and embroidered 
with sargassum - the dense seaweed from which it gets its 
name. 

The area has an intriguing reputation for robbing sail boats 
of their crew, leaving nothing but empty, wandering vessels. 

Among its victims was the tail-mast ship "Rosalie," which 
sailed through the area in 1840, but was subsequently found 
drifting and derelict with her sails set and no crew on board. 

Grisly 19th-century paintings show sailing vessels being 
devoured by monstrous weeds, and the area has featured in 
books by Jules Verne, among others. 

But the mystery of the Sargasso is no longer much of a 
mystery. Surrounded by some of the strongest surface-water 
currents in the world, the "sea within a sea," as it is known, 
is effectively cordoned off from the rest of the Atlantic. 

This isolation gives the region its uncharacteristic 
temperature and surprising tranquility — causing wind- 
powered sail boats to come to an absolute standstill and 
creating all the ingredients for a nautical fairy tale. 

The "Devil's Sea" The "Devil's Sea," also known as the 
"Dragon's Triangle," is a region in the Pacific roughly 
located around the Japanese island of Miyake, about 100 
kilometers south of Tokyo. 


The vast triangular area of ocean with imaginary points in 
Bermuda, Florida and Puerto Rico — popularly known as the 
"Bermuda Triangle" — has long been associated with 
mysterious disappearances, paranormal activity and even 
fissures in the fabric of space itself 

Interest in the region began after a group of military planes 
carrying 14 men inexplicably vanished somewhere off the 
coast of southern Florida in December 1945. 

Before losing radio contact, it's claimed the flight leader was 
heard saying: "We are entering white water, nothing seems 
right." 

Almost immediately afterwards, a further 13 crew-members 
- dispatched as a flying search party - themselves vanished. 
Neither group's remains were ever discovered and the 
Bermuda Triangle legend was born. 

Numerous further disappearances, including a large oil 
tanker, a pleasure yacht and a small passenger plane were 
attributed to the area's paranormal forces. 

A raft of books, like "The Devil's Triangle," "Limbo of the 
Lost," and "The Riddle of the Bermuda Triangle" all 
contained supernatural explanations — from UFOs to 
"wormholes" to technology left over from the mythical lost 
continent of Atlantis. 

However, in later years, skeptics have argued that the 
number of ships and aircraft reported missing in the area is, 


Ancient legends tell of dragons that lived off the coast of 
Japan, bequeathing the region its nickname. 

According to author Charles Berlitz, Japan lost five military 
vessels — as well 100 scientists studying the region — in the 
space of just two years between 1952 and 1954. 

Like the Bermuda Triangle, the region was included in a 
1972 article by naturalist and paranormal expert Ivan 
Sanderson, titled "The 12 Devil's Graveyards Around the 
World." 

The "Vile Vortices," as they are otherwise known, all 
occupy the same latitudes south and north of the equator and 
are said to be hotspots for peculiar physical anomalies and 
unexplained phenomena often attributed to electro-magnetic 
aberrations. 

Sanderson hypothesized that hot and cold currents crossing 
these vortices might create electromagnetic disturbances 
affecting instruments and vessels, in turn causing ships' 
disappearances. 

However, while much mystery around the area may remain, 
American author and pilot Larry Kusche has long-since 
debunked many of the claims made by Berlitz and others. 

Michigan Triangle 

Lake Michigan, in the United States, has been the site of 
countless sightings of strange objects and phantom planes.

helher you believe in (he supernatural 
or not, you’d be hard-pressed to find 
someone who hasn’t experienced 
something that made the hair on the 
back of their neck stand up. Maybe you saw some¬ 
thing moving in (he shadows or heard a strange, uni¬ 
dentified noise Or maybe you've just sensed something 
unusual. Most of the time we tell ourselves our minds 
arc playing tricks on us and forget about it. 

But wMt if you really did experience something 
supernatural? 

According to Chad Lewis, a paranormal re¬ 
searcher and author who recently vis¬ 
ited Crandon to talk about his findings, 
thousands of places in Wbconsin alone 
hold stories aooui the paranormal. 

“Every type of place has a haunted 
history," said Lewis. 

From schools, old homes and thea¬ 
ters to cemeteries, bridges and secluded 
places in the woods, thousand of re¬ 
ports have emerged about paranormal 
mcidcnts throughout Wisconsin. In 
Forest County alone, reports have sur¬ 
faced over the years about ghostly ap- 
aritions, UFOis, Bigfoot sightings and 
aunled houses. 

As a local legend has it, a janitor 
hung himself in an upstairs storage 
room of the old Argotuiemde school 
sometime in the 1930s. The school was closed in the 
1990s. and the story goes that those who dared go up¬ 
stairs and write their names on the wall would see a

man hanging from the rafters or hear the sounds of a 
rope squeaking or the janitor moaning. The school 
building has smee burned down, but sorne claim to 
have seen strange lights where the building once 
stood. 

The accuracy of that particular legend could not 
be confirmed. Still, it is not uncommon that, even 
when stories are proven false, mai^ people still 
travel to supposedly haunted locations and experi¬ 
ence paranormal activity, Lewis said. 

“For some people seeing is believing, and for 
others believing is seeing.” he said. 

Another local stoiv tells of a fisherman (15 years 
old at the time) who claimed to have seen Bisfoot 
while muskie fishing on Wabikon Lake in July 1983. 
According to a witness account given to the Bigfool 
Field Researchers Organization, at about 8 p.m. the 
young fisherman heard splashing in the bull rustics 
and went to investigate. When he approached the 
area he began to smell a “strong, bad odor like fish 
mixed with rotten cave.” He cast out his lure. Mo¬ 
ments later, about 20 feet from him, an 8- to 9-fooi- 
tall muscular creature with a man-like face and a lot 
of brown, matted hair stood up in the water. The 


fisherman said the creature let out a 
high-pitched scream, which to this 
day gives him the chills, before run¬ 
ning away. The fisherman claims he 
is certain the creature was not a bear 
and didn’t resemble any animal he’d 
ever seen. 

Another man clamed to have 
heard strange whooping noises white 
cleaning a deer in the woods in Flor¬ 
ence County near Duck Lake Road in 
November 2008. He claims that while 
he has spent a lot of lime in the 
woods over the years, he has never 
heard anything like the noises he 
heard with his father that night. After 
listening to a variety of recorded 
wildlife sounds, the hunter identified 
the noises he heard as the same 
sounds associated with Bigfoot sight¬ 
ings in Washington in ihel970s. 

There are countless other stories 
from people in the area - some more 
credible than others - who claim to have seen or 
heard sometliing th^ can’t explain. However, if you 
decide you want to investigate these or other poten¬ 
tially haunted areas, be sure to get permission from 
the property owners, bring a flashlight and camera 
and don’t go out alone. Paranormal experts claim 
th^ between 9 p.m. and 6 a.m. are the peak hours for 
activity, although anytime can produce results. 

If it is raming, snowing or tbggy, reschedule 
your g^ost-hunting trip as oiese conditions can inter¬ 
fere with your investigation. Expats also encoura^ 
potential ^ost hunters to remain skeptical and look 
for any causes for the phenomenon such as natural or 
man-made factors. By eliminating all other explana¬ 
tions, your evidence of supernatural activity will be¬ 
come stronger. 
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
